MANILA, April 17, 10:50 a.m.—(By 
Manila Cable.|—Gen. Lawton’s expe- 
dition to the Laguna de Bay district 
re-embarked last evening, anchored 
for the night at the head of the 
River Pasig and reached Manila 
this morning, bringing all the men 
and the captured insurgent boats. 

Its objects, namely, the capture of

A HUNDRED THOUSAND MEN. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, April 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World’s Manila ca- 
blegram says Maj.-Gen. Lawton, at 
Paite, today, authorized the World 
correspondent to make this state- 
ment: 7 

“The present prospect is that 
100,000 troops will be necessary to 
pacify the Philippine Islands.’ 

All territory which he captured 
will be evacuated and all launches 
he seized will be restored to their 
original owners—that is to say, 
they will be given back to the per- 
sons from whom Aguinaldo’s sol- 
diers took them. After giving the 
opinion that 100,000 men will be 
required to subdue these islands, 
Gen. Lawton explained the situation 
as follows: 

“The difficulties ta the way are 
those of fighting guerrillas in a 
tropical country. With my brigade 
I could force my way from one end 
of the island to the other, if I did 
not have to hold the territory I 
traversed. But leaving garrisons 
behind would soon eat up the whole 
force.” 

Gen. Lawton regretted exceedingly 
being compelled to evacuate the ter- 
ritory he had captured,

There are persist- 
ent rumors that he has already decided 
upon such,action. Men who have seen 
the President during the last two or 
three days in the interest of applicants 
for commissions have come away from 
the White House with the impression 
that the call would be issued in a 
short time. 

Senator Caffery of Louisiana was 
asked by the President whether the ap- 
plicant he was backing would object 
to serving in the Philippines, and he 
understood the President to add that

HAVE HAD ENOUGH. 


VOLUNTEERS REALLY DESIROUS OF 
RETURNING HOME. 


Now Outside of the Country Have 
Expressed ag Intention to Re- 
enlist—Diseharges Disapproved.

MOURNED ’ THEIR DEAD. 


State Officials and Idahoans Attend 
Maj. McConville’s Funeral.

A MONTANA HERO.

Grand Naval Parade Up the River 
Past Grant’s Tomb — Captured 
Spanish Gunhboats in Line—The 
Gun That Fired the First Shot. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, April 16.—The celebra- 


| tion attending the return of the United 


States cruiser Raleigh from Manila, 
which had to be postponed yesterday, 
owing to the warship’s late arrival, oc- 
curred today. The Raleigh, accompa- 
nied. by two small war. vessels,. cap- 
tured from the Spaniards last summer, 
and a fleet of about twenty-five excur- 
sion steamers and tugboats, paraded 
from Tompkinsville to Grant's tomb, 
and from there back to anchorage in 
the North River off Thirty-fourth 
street. 

A steady downpour of rain fell from 
noon on. The air was’ raw, and the 
officers and men of the Raleigh stood 
upon the decks three hours, drenched 
to the skin and shivering with cold. 
There were very few people along the 
river front in the lower part of the 
city, owing partly to the weather and 
partly to the fact that the entrances 
to the pier are closed Sunday. But 
great crowds assembled in Riverside 
Park, overlooking the Hudson, and 
men, women and children stood there 
for hours under umbrellas, watching 
the vessels on their way up the river 
and their return. 

Isy far the greatest gathering of peo- 
ple was in the vicinity of Grant's tomb, 
which was the turning point of the 
parade. A national salute was fired 
there by the Raleigh and also by the 
captured Spanish prizes, and the sewne 
was rendered a memorable one by the 
shrieking of a hundred steam whistles 
from excursion boats and locomtives 
and cheers from thousands of people on 
shore and on the vessels in the river. 

The Raleigh lay at anchor off. Tomp- 
kinville all morning. About 10 o'clock 
several excursion steamers arrived from 


the city, ran alongside of her and 
cheered her time and again. Mrs. 
Coghlan, wife of the commander of 


the cruiser, arrived at Tompkinville 
about 9:30 o’clock. Capt. Coghlan was 
apprised early of the intentions of the 
Reception Committee to visit the Ra- 
leigh and accompany her on the parade. 
He had his crew give her a fresh coat 
of paint, and all the officers prepared 
for the occasion by putting on full 
dress. 

Rain commenced to fall soon after 10 
o'clock, and an hour later the decks 
were flooded and every one on the Ra- 
leigh was seeking shelter. Boats of ev- 
ery description continued to arrive 
from the city, and each one ran up as 
close to the Raleigh as possible and 
cheered for her. The two captured gun- 
boats, the Alvarado and Sandoval, ar- 
rived from the navy yard early, both 
dressed gayly with flags and bunting, 
and they created almost much en- 
thusiasm as the Raleigh herself. 

About 11 o'clock the large ‘«teqgmer 
Glen Island arrived, carrying the Citi- 
zens’ Reception Committee, headed by 
Mayor Van Wyck, and also having on 
board.a number of invited guests. A 
delegation from the committee, num- 
bering not more than. a= score, went 
aboard the Raleigh. All hands on the 
cruiser were called to quarters, and 
Mayor Van Wyck and the other com- 
mitteemen were received with naval 
formality. Capt. Coghlan stood at the 
gangway and received the visitors, and 
escorted them immediately to his cabin. 

The ceremony there was very brief, 
consuming not more than five minutes.

Capt. Coghlan was on the bridge nearls 
all the way up the river with the ex- 
ecutive and navigating officers. All 
were bundled up in rain coats and re- 
ceived the force of the storm in their 
faces. The captain was obliged to 
bare his head to the rain a great part 
of the time in waving his cap in re- 
sponse to the salutes, and cheers of 
passing vessels. 
The officers paid 
the storm, and waved 


little attention to 
their caps con- 


stantly. As for the sailors, they never 
thought of shelter at aH. A few were 
clad in oil skins. but most of them 
stood on the exposed forecastle with 
nothing: but their blue jackets cover- 
ing their shoulders, and most of the 


time with their hats flying in the air. 
Officers and men alike expressed the 
greatest surprise at the demonstration. 

While the fin had not ahated in the 


least when the Raleigh and her es- 
corts reached the southern end of 
Riverside Park, the enthusiasm, in- 


stead of falling off, increased, both on 
the vessels and on the shore. The 
boulevards and paths in the park 
were crowded by people who had heen 
waiting for an hour or more. Two 
ef her batteries fired a salute near this 


point, the peonle along the shore in 
boats and small launches. fired off 
cannon crackers, revolvers and = guns. 


while half a dozen Jocomotives on the 
tracks along the river added to the 
deafening thoise by: blowing their 
whistles all the time the Raleigh was 
passing. 

Just before arriving almost off 
Grant's tomb. .two 6-pounders on the 
commenced their salute of 
twenty-one guns. The last shot. had 
“hardiv died away when the Alvarado 
and Sandoval opened with their na- 
tional salute. and a hattery on shore 
joined in the tribute to Gen. Grant. 
When the salutes were concluded, the 
Raleigh turned = slowly and ‘headed 
down the river, her escorts turning at 
the same time. The run back to 
anchorage off Thirty-fourth street-avas 
made slowly. and the same enthusiasm 
was displayed as on the run up the 
river. 

When the Raleigh finally anchored, 
she was surrounded by a fleet of @x- 
cursion boats, and as fast as they 
could reach her gangway, the people 
aboard them climbed on the cruiser 
and extended a personal welcome. to 
the officers and men. The crew took 
great pride in showing visitors over 
the ship. and particularly in pointing 
aut the 5-ipch gun which fired the 
first shot in the hattle of Manila Bay. 
Many relatives and personal friends of 
the officers and men went aboard as 
coon as they could reach the side of 
the vessel. and the day’s celebration 
concluded with these general and in- 
dividual receptions. 


‘HISSED EMMA NEVADA. 


The Elite of Seville Show Their 
Spanish Breeding.

AFFAIRS IN CUBA AND IN PORTO 
RICO, 


Gen. Wants nan tCood Salary. 
American Generals Review the 
Troops at Havana —j Gen. Lee 
Reads a Farewell Order. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HAVANA, April 16.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] The Cuban general, Pedro 
Diaz, of the Sixth Army Corps, in the 
provinee of Pinar del Rio, was offered 
$150 a month and the command of 200 
rural police in his province. He de- 
clined, declaring the amount too small. 
The offer was then raised to $200, and 
Gen. Diaz asked time to consider. He 
will probably accept. 

The decree constituting the Supreme

NEW INSTRUCTIONS, 


Orders from Washington to the 
Military Governors. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—By the di- 
rection of the President, Acting Secre- 
tary of War.Meiklejohn has issued the 
following instructions to the military 


authorities in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines: 

“First—The President directs that 
yuanica shall be made a sub-part of 
Porto Rico. It is said to be one A the 
best natural ports in the island of Porto 
Rico, and merchants and planters esti- 
mate the exports frem the district it 
serves in sugar and coffee alone at 
$3,000,000 annually, while the imports 
are estimated at almost, if not quite, as 
large a sum. 

“Second—The President directs that 
articles of growth, produce and manu- 
facture of the Philippine -Islands, ex- 
ported. to a foreign coyntry and return- 
ing Without having been advanced in 
value or improved in condition by any 
process of manufacture or other means, 
and on which no drawback or bounty 
has been allowed, shall be admitted 
free of duty. 

“Third—Any merchandise found on 
any vessel entering a Cuban port which 
is not included in the vessel’s manifest 
shall forfeit an amount equal in value 
to the merchandise not manifested. All 
such merchandise belonging to or con- 
signed to the officers or crews of the 
vessel is likewise forfeited unless it 
shall be clearly proven that the emis- 
sion Was not the result of fraud or col- 
lusion. In such cases the master may 


means of a post entry. Should any 
package or article named on the mani- 
fest be missing on the arival of the 
vessel, the master is compelled to pay 
a penalty of $1 per ton unless the de- 
ficiency shall be satisfactorily ex- 
plained or accounted for. 

‘“Fourth—Bricks, glazed or unglazed, 
for building. purposes as well as un- 
dressed common pine lumber shall be 
admitted into all Cuban ports duty 
free. This is to encourage the erection 
of residences by the Cubans. 

“Fifth—The duty on-erude salt shall 
be 20 cents and on manufactured salt 
50 cents per 100 kilos. 

“Sixth—Inventors and owners of pat- 
ents shall have the same protection in 
the several islands under the military 
government of the United States as 
they receive under the laws of t 
United States. The order specially re- 
fers to owners of patents, including 
design patents which have been issued 
or shall hereafter be issued, as well as 
the owners of trademarks, prints and 
labels which are Auly registered in the 
United States Patent Office, according 
to the laws of the United States relat- 
ing to grants and patents and to the 
registration of trademarks, prints and 
labels.”’ 

The order further provides that an 
infringement of the rights secured by 
th lawful issue of a patent or by regis- 
tration of a trademark, print or label 
shall subject the guilty person or party 
to all the liabilities created and imposed 
by the laws of the United States which 
relate to such matters. It is provided, 
however. in such cases as are above 
mentioned that a duly-certified copy of 
the patent or certificate of registration 
of the trademark, print or label must 
he filed in the office of the Governor. 
Jeneral of the island, in which protec- 
tion is desired. To this provision is 
added a second, viz: That the rights 
of property in patents and trademarks 
secured in the several islands and othce- 
ceeded territory to persons under the 
Spanish laws shall be respected the 
aame as if such laws were in full force 
in said islands or territory.

German Writer Charges Americans 
and English With Wroag-doing. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—A corre- 
spondent in this city for a leading Ger- 
man newspaper has received an inter- 
esting private letter from Apia, con- 
cerning events’ there in March, as 
viewed entirely from the German side 
of the question. The letter was written 
by a prominent German, and ee 
with a complaint that no regard what- 
ever is shown by British and American 
forces toward the Germans. 

The bombardment had been an- 
nounced to begin Wednesday, March 
14, at 1 p.m., but no notice, says the 
letter, was given to the Germans, and

commencement of the bombard- 
ney The commander of the German 
warship Falke was notified by an offi- 
cer of the Philadelphia only a quar- 
‘ter of an hour after the fire had been 
opened. The numerous whites living 
in the vicinity of the town had no 
opportunity to take any measures for 
their personal safety,. and were not 
aware of what was going on until 
shrapnel exploded in their neighbor- 
hood. It is due, continues the letter, 
only to a merciful Providence, that 
no. whites were killed or wounded. In 
Vailalee, a cacoa plantation pelonging 
to the “German Trade and Plantation 
Company, on the afternoon of March 


15, six shells fell down just around 
the house. 
The same afternoon three bombs were 


thrown = 

south of Apia, where the French mis- 
sion has a school for native children, 
one shell falling down close to the 
house of the fathers, and another ex- 
ploding in the immediate vicinity of 
the house of the sisters. ; 

On March 16 a shell from the Phila- 
delphia exploded too soon, and a nine- 
teen-pound piece of it was thrown 
into the building of the German Con- 
sulate, wrecking part of it. This event, 
it is stated, taught the firing parties 
to use a lighted fuse with more cau- 
tion in the future. 

On March 18 a part of the town and 
the grounds in the rear, the letter says, 
were searched by an Anglo-American 
landing party. strengthened by about 
a hundred “friendly” natives under the 
-sommand of Capt. Sturdee of the war- 
ship Porpoise. The expedition landed 
in the Matuate quarter of the town 
before the house of a wealthy French 
merchant. and, after a few aimless vol- 
leys, the Tanu men occupied the house 
of the Frenchman and battered down, 
under the eyes of tl English officers, 
doors and wnidows. and, the latter as- 
serts, helped themselves freely to what- 
ver from the store they could, in their 


| hurry, lay their hands on. The grounds

The letter follows up this statement 
with a bitter and sarcastic personal 
attack upon Capt. Sturdee, and pro- 
ceeds to enumerate the reasons that led 
to the establishment of the provisional!

“On March il. a conference of the 
three consuls with the admiral took 
Dlace on board the Philadelphia, when 
the German Consul protested with due 
energy against the plan of the d- 
miral to expel and completely  dis- 
solve the provisional government, an@ 
use to this end the whole force of the 
men-of-war. In vain, the German rep- 
resentative explained to him that the 
countrv was in a condition of perfect 
tranquility, and that there was no rea- 
son why they should not quietly wait 
for the decision of the treaty powers. 


“On March 12, Admiral Kautz. is- 
sued his proclamation, and did not 
state in the Samoan textthat all con- 


suls were agreed as to the proceeding 
against the provisional government. 
The German representative, firmly re- 
solved not to have the German war- 
ship Falke participate in the impend- 
ine butchery: issued his counter- 
proclamation. The Mataafa men were 
not allowed the least time for consid- 


eration. They evacuated Mulinuu, the 
seat of the provisional. government, 
Monday. March 3. but were already 


shot upon when they, on Wednétsday, 


In order to frighten the 
Mataafa men. still more, all the Tanu 
men, though very little inclined to fight 
against their own people, were armed 
by the English with rifles and plenty 
of ammunition. 

‘“Atnone the victims of the present 
fighting are also five brave marines, 
and it is a pity to say that, if_not all, 
most of them. have lost their lives 
through the dullness of their’ own 
comrades. That such things may hap- 
pen is only too easily explained. Offi- 
cers and crews, in consequence of the 
continued guard and paso! service, 
overexertised and nervous, lose the 
rest necessary for the handling of 
firearms. If @ leaf  rustles the 
night. if an animal moves, imme- 
diately the guns and arms af® fired; 
in short. there is an incredible waste 
of ammunition. 

“Of course, as was to be expected, 
the anti-German element in Samoa are 
already now eagerly at work to make 
the German Consul responsible for 
everything on the ground that he, by 
refusing to participate in the proceed- 
ings of the Americans and English, 
encouraged the Mataafa men to re- 
sistance. This charge is easily refuted. 

“Kiow the tragedy of Mataafa and 
his followers will end is not difficult 
to predict. If the governments of 
Encland and America do not put.in 
time a stop to the action of their rep- 
resentatives here, they will have on 
their hands the blood of a good-hearted 
people driven to death and destruc- 
tion in maintaining its ancient laws 
and customs.”’ 


CHARITY IN HOLLAND.

How to Aid the Poor Without 
 PpPauperizing Them. 
‘North American Review:] The 
difficult problem of assisting the 
poor without pauperizing them, seems 
to have been successfully met by the 
Dutch. A model in miniature exists 
of a community where those who have 
lost their hold on prosperity are re- 
stored to at least a semblance of self- 
support, family ties are preserved, ed- 
ucation is afforded the young, and, 
in short. the utmost possible is made 
of the most unpromising material. The 
poor colonies of Holland, four in num- 
ber. are not, a8 might be supposed, 
a government institution, though at 
one time ,codperation with the gov- 
ernment was attempted which  re- 
sulted quite injuriously to the under- 
taking. These colonies owe their 
origin entirely to a Society of Benefi- 
cence (‘‘Maatschappy van Veldadig- 
held,”’) organized in 1818, to meet the 
exigencies of destitution entailed on 
Holland in common with the rest of 
Europe by the wars of tBe Napoleonic 
er@. The necessitous individual forced 
to enter on life as a beneficiary of the 
society is provided with a home for 
himself and ,his family; also with the 
immediate necessities of living, and, 
above all, with work, from the pro- 
ceeds of which he begins to repay in 
small weekly installments the ad- 
vances made to him. Wages such as 
are current at the fime in the neigh- 
borhood are paid weekly, and there 
is deducted from them, as an install- 
ment on the d@t, house rent, not ex- 
ceeding 20 cents, 1 cent infirmary fee 
for each, inmate of the home; 4 cents 
for a clothing fund, and a sum 
amounting to 10 per cent. of the gross 
earnings for a reserve fund against 
family emergencies. A valuable con- 
tribution to each household is’ the 
ewe sheep provided by the colony, and 
also to be paid for by due economy.

OFFICERS EVEN WANTED TO CALL 
THEIR WIVES TO MANILA. 


Average Citizen No Longer Thinks 
of Becoming Excited—Churches 
in Lauzon Used as Forts by Na- 
tives and Headquarters by 

Americans. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, March 19, via San Fran- 
cleco, April 16.—[Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.] War has become so 
commonplace an experience to Manila 
that the average citizen no longer 
thinks of becoming excited over it. 
Every night some point of the horizon 
is crimsoned v the reflection from 
burning huts kindled by the soldiers to 
deprive the insurgents of hiding places. 
Every night’s quiet is shaken by the 


city. Every morning brings its pitiful 
little consignment of uncomplaining 
wounded to the hospital. Manila forms 
an American oasis in the Island of Lu- 
zon. Around the city stretches a thin 
line, fifteen miles long, of intrenched 
soldiers. 

The Filipino goes into the field un- 
incumbered with useless baggage. Fol- 
lowing the course of their retreat be- 
yond Guadalupe Church went the sou- 
venir enthusiasts who ‘thang about the 
American army, bat they found noth- 
ing more than a few tin cooking uten- 
sils and empty cartridge shells, whose 
pattern prove that the insurgents have 
the very latest style of rifles. Trousers 


a straw hat, cartridge belt and rifles, 
a section of bamboo stalk filled with 
rice, a handful of green peppers tied 
in a handkerchief, sometimes sandals— 
these form the equipment of a Filipino 
soldier. 

No finer country for defensive fight- 
ing and no more embarrassing for of- 
fensive operations than the land around 
Pasig Lake could be imagined. The 
Chinese are the scavengers of the war. 
Like.vultures they hover in the wake 
of the army, flocking down upon the 
ashes of every hut and_ “ruins of 
churches to dig out stiff that no white 
man could possibly use. Being beyond 
suspicion of any interest in the hos- 
tilities seve gain, they are admitted to 
the camps and employed as servants.

Angeles Sharpshooters was fixed orig- 
inally ‘for May 5, 6 and 7, but as the 
annual picnic of the Turnverein Ger- 
mania is to be held on May 7, and 
many of the best rifle shots are Turn- 
ers, the tournament will be postponed 
one week. The team shoot will be the 
fixed event for May 12, and the two 
days following will be devoted to the 


‘reéntry matches and pool shooting. A 


list of good prizes is being _prepared 
forthe’ ‘hunters’ match.” 

[Western Sports.] Adolph Strecker 
won the 150-shet rifle match on Mon- 
day at Schutzen Park with F. E. Ma- 
gon. His score was 3265 rings, German 
target, to Mason’s 3239, a difference of 
but 26 rings. This was one-of the most 
important matches held on the Coast 
for many years, and for days preced- 
ing the event the riflemen of this local- 
ity discussed the possible outcome with 
keen interest. Strecker was recognized 
as the hero of a hundred matcnes. 
Mason has recently forged ahead -until 
he stands in the front ranks with the 
best shots in the State. The purse for 
which they shot was so small that the 
money feature of the match formed 
but a slight feature in the contest. Ow- 
ing to the match being of 150 shots, 
comparison with other long race 
matches is out of the question all of 
.the..vegular standard matches being 
w~of 10, 20, 50, 100, 200 and 300 shots. 

The sport of target shooting ate 
revolver is increasing rapidly in. this 
country, and of late it has been fre- 
quently suggested that an internatiozal 
contest shot with that arm would 
prove very interesting. This suggestion 
has found favor with many American 
sportsmen identified with this depart- 
ment of shooting, and it is learned 
that such a contest would be agree- 
able to a number of French gentlemen. 
consequently it seems likely that a 
match may be arranged between teams 
of French and American revolver shtos, 

As to the formation of the American 
team, these suggestions are made by 
Shooting and Fishing: Any American 
citizen in good standing who has a 
record of 80 out of a possible 100 points 
in ten shots on the Standard Ameri- 
can target, 8-inch bullseye, at 50 yards, 
or the same total on the 2%-inch Stan- 
dard American bullseye at 20 yards, 
may compete for a place on the Amer- 
ican team. Persons wishing to compete 
for a place on said team to send their 
names and addresses to the editor of 
Shooting and Fishing. On July 1, 1899, 
to each person signifying his intention 
to compete for a place on the American 
team there will be sent a ballot to vote 
on the target and distance to be named 
by the American team. The French 
marksmen to be asked to do likewise. 
On August 1, or as soon after as prac- 
ticable, the targets chosen and the dis- 
tance named by both sides to be an- 
nounced, and targets sent to every per- 
son likely to shoot for a position on 
the American team, that they mav 
have an opportunity to practice on 
such targets. 

At least ten shots for each week to 
be fired on the French target, and the 
same number on the American target, 
and the count forwarded to the editor 
of Shooting and Fishing. On October 
1 the highest twenty men to be noti- 
fied that they may compete for a place

Wycliffe's one ob- 
ject in translating the Bible was the 
good of the people.

spiritual awakening—among people 
of all ranks. 

We must remember that ‘printing was 
net yet invented, and that, thougn on 
the continent scholarship was. ge¢n- 


ral, it was by no means so in Eng- 
The only Version of the sacred) 
scriptures in use, or, indeed, accessible 
°was the Vulgate. This was in Latin, 


and itself a translation, and few could 
read it even of the clergy. And because 
of errors transcription, corr&et 
eopies of the Vulgate were unattain- 
able. 

Wryeliffe began with translating the 
apocalypse, as being a fittine lesson 
for the times, He then took up the gos- 
nels, that “with God's grace poor 
Chrstian men might therein know the

pure and charitable living 
of Christ and His apostles to sue [fol- 
loy] them in yirtues and bliss.” By 
1380 he had completed the New Testa- 
ment. By 1382, with the help of some 
friends, principally Nicholas of Here- 
ford, he had completed the whole of the 
scriptures. This, then, is the date to be 
remembered, the date when for the first 
time the whole of the Bible was acces- 
sible'to Englishmen in “their own 
mother tongue.”’ 

It is worthy of note that the transla- 
tion by Wycliffe of the Bible into Eng- 
lish, was the earliest translation by 


about a hundred years, of the Bible 3 


Wycliffe died in 1384, two years after 
his translation of the Bible was come 
pleted. Up until his death he was en- 
gaged in a revision of his work. This 
revision he was not able to finish. It 
was finished for him by his friend and 
assistant, John Purvey, and Purvey’s 
translation completed in 1388, is often 
confounded with Wycliffe's. It was Wye. 
cliffe’s, indeed, but with such !mprove- 
ment as greater experience brings to 
every new undertaking. These mother- 
tongue scriptures of Wyclifie’s at once 
became popular, so far, at teast. as 
popularity was possible in a day when 
books could be reproduced only in 
manuscript. We may judge of their 
circulation from the fact that 176 
copies of them (in whole orin part,) are 
extant’even at this day. 

Printing had been invented on the 
eontinent some time about the middle | 


ef the fifteenth century. The first 
Bible to he printed in any language 
and, so .far as known, the first book 


(of importanee,) printed, was the (s0- 
called) Mazarin Bible, a Latin version, 
issued from the press of Fust in May-. 
ence, Germany, somewhere between 
1450 and 1455. And before the close of 
the century . Bibles were printed in 
Spanish, Italian, Dutch, French, Ger- 
man and Hohemian. For the most 
part these early. Bibles were transla- 
tions from the current Latin Vulgate 
versions of the day. Scholarship as yet

had not begun to bear upon Biblical 
translation. 

In England there was even more 
backwardness. The art of printing, in- 
troduced by ‘axton in 147i, for many 
years did nothing for the circulation 
of the scriptures, either in the English 
tongue or in Latin or in the original 
tongues of scriptures. (To this general 
statement an exception must be made. 
In “The Golden Legend,” a collection 
of stories from Latin and French orig- 
inals. printed by Caxton in 1483, Caxton 
had introduced a number of Bible 
stories.) 

The next prominent name associated 
with the Bible is that of William Tyn- 
dale. Dr. Collier, in his study of Eng- 
lish literature, gives the following brief 
sketch of his career: 

“William Tyndale is celebrated among 
our writers as the translator?>of the 
New Testament into English What 
Wycliffe had done for his countrymen 
in the fourteenth century Tyndale un- 
dertook during the troubled reign of 
the eighth Henry. Wycliffe’s Bible had 
become,in the changes which more than 
one hundred stirring years had 
brought upon the English langdage 
a book unreadable but by a learned few. 
Disappointed in his attempt to secure 
the proteetion of Tonstal, the learned 
Bishop of London, Tyndale found a 
refuge in the house of Alderman 
Humphrey Monmouth, a rich London 
merchant, whose heart was in the good 
work. This honest man, keeping the 
poor scholar in his house for six 
months, would gladly have seen his 
friend fare better than on sodden meat 
and small single beer. But Tyndale 
would, if given his own way, take noth- 
ing else. The kindness of Monmouth did 
not stop here, for he made Tyndale 
allowance of £10 a year, which enabdl

“SALOONS AND RESTAURANTS. 

The latest development in the ap- 
parently everlasting and, to most 
citizens, disgusting squabble in regard 
to the regulation of the liquor traffic 
in Los Angeles is certainly a re- 
markable one. 

With much flourish of trumpets, the 
Board of Police Commissioners an- 
nounced, a short time ago, that the 
venders of alcoholic beverages would 
have to “toe the mark.” and that 
the scandals which have been so un- 
pleasantly frequent in connection with 
this business would soon be a thing 
of the past. A new ordinance was 
adopted, which made a number of im- 
provements in the existing law, and 
that ordinance is now in force. As 
THE TIMES recently mentioned, how- 


' ever, it had not been in force two 


weeks before an effort was made by 
liquor 


amportant provisions. 

This, however, is not all. At the 
Bession of the Police Commissioners 
Jast week an application was made by 
the proprietor of a well-known and 
much-frequented restaurant on Spring 
street to obtain a liquor license. As 
the number of saloons allowed to run 
in Los Angeles is limited, and the full 
mumber are now running, he could 
only obtain this by acquiring the li- 
cense of a saloon in the _ northern 
part of the city, which was about to 
go out of business. This he did, and 
then came the question of obtaining 
Signatures to the necessary amount of 
frontage on the block.. The restaurant- 
keeper was ninety feet short on the 
necessary frontage, when one of those 
who are charged with the framing of 
the laws for the protection of the pub- 


Jic obligingly gave him sixty feet more,. 


which he controlled, and told him to 
rustle around for the rest. The mat- 
ter will be up before the Police Com- 
mission tomorrow, and it looks as 
if the petition would be granted. 
Now, considering that we have 
lately been treated to a number of 
disquisitions on the evils of back 
doors and women in saloons, does 
it not seem somewhat peculiar that 
the Police Commissioners should 


~ show a desire to~ transform —restau- 


rants, frequented by women and chil- 
dren, into’ thinly-disguised saloons, 
which, under the pretense of selling 
meals, will be able to run wide open

SPAIN'S GREATEST NEED. 

The financial condition of the Span- 
ish government.is far from promising. 
At the outbreak of the war the coun- 
try was heavily in debt, and the an- 
nual expenditures far exceeded the 
revenues. 
States was an enormously expensive 
undertaking. In addition to the loss 
and the 
greater part of her navy, Spain suf- 
fered a heavy drain upon her 
sources on account of current war 
expenses, and the termination of the 
war found her very much involved, 
with the national credit greatly im- 
paired. 

The Spanish government is making 
a heroic effort to straighten out its 
financial complications, to. restore the 
national credit, and to place the 
finances of the country upon a sound 
basis. If we can assist our late ad- 
versary in this work, by moral sup- 
port, and by the prompt restoration 
of diplomatic and trade relations, we 
should lose. no opportunity to do so, 
thus showing a spirit of magnanim- 
ity toward a vanquished foe. 

The disastrous results, to Spain, of 
the war with the United States were 
the culmination of a long period of 
misgovernment and corruption. To a 
great extent, the financial losses of 
the government were on account of 
the misgovernment, of the colonies. 
The Cuban insurrection was an ex- 
penSive affair, as was also the insur- 
rection in the Philippines. But in 
both cases, the expense was enor- 
mously increased by the stealings of 
Officials, great and small. It is prob- 
able that the amount of money stolen 
annually by dishonest officials from 
the Spanish government, for many 
years preceding the war, was far in 
excess of the amount required to pay 
the legitimate annual expenses of the 
government. In every branch of her 
civil and military service, corruption 
was the rule and honesty the rare ex- 
cepuion. No nation can prosper under 
such adverse circumstances, There 
must be a change, and a _ radical 
change for the better, in the near 
future, or the government of Spain 
will be face to face with the*disgrace 
of national bankruptcy. 

The loss of her colonies may prove 
to be a blessing in disguise to Spain. 
The revenues derived from her colo- 
nies have for some years been more 
thin Swallowed up by the expendi- 
tures necessary to maintain her au- 
thority in the colonies. This source 
of loss is now done away with, and 
the horde of thieving officials, civil 
and military, will be deprived, to a 
large extent, of the opportunity to rob 
the public treasury. If the govern- 
ment will now reorganize its. civil and 
military service in a thorough manner, 
revise the laws governing taxation 
and put in force a new régime in

when the proposition will be consid- 


- ered in all its bearings. 


As was then shown, there are sev- 
good reasons why such an or- 


ganization as this should be formed 


and supported by our people. In the 
first place, the mineral deposits of 


Southern California are a long way 


from those of the central and north- 
ern part of the State, and are sepa- 
rated by a belt of agricultural land, 


in which mineral deposits of impor-. 


tance are few and far between. In 


the second place, it has been found 


exceedingly dithcult to interest the 
people of Northern California in the 
mineral possibilities of this section, 
regarding which they know little, and 
apparently care less. In the third 
place, as Stated in the editorial above 
referred to, the interests of the busi- 
ness men of San Francisco, to whom 
the State Mining Association looks 
for assistance, are not, to any great 
extent, with the miners of Southern 
California, for the reason that the 
latter now obtain their machinery and 


‘suppliés almost entirely from Los An- 


| 


geles and other cities of Southern 
California, while mining men of Cen- 
tral and Northern California naturally 


go to San Francisco. There are other 


reasons, which might be cited for 


the establishment of a separate or- 


ganization in Southern California, 
such as the difficulty which has al- 
most always been experienced in get- 
ting State institutions, composed 
largely of people who live on the 
bay of San Francisco, to give what 
we consider a fair show to this section 
of the State, the remarkable growth 
of which, during the@past few years, 
our friends in the north do not yet 
appear to thoroughly realize, except 
when they want.our votes, or our 
contributions. 

In regard to:this subject, THE TIMES 
has received from Edward H. Benja- 
min, secretary of the California Min- 
ers’ Association, with headquarters 
in San Francisco, a letter, in which 
he strongly opposes the proposition 
to establish a separate and distinct 
association in the° southern part of 
the State, It is quite natural that 
the secretary of the State associa- 
tion should object to having part of 
the association’s territory lopped off, 
but the arguments which he produces 
do not appear to be convincing, Mr. 
Benjamin states that, as a result of 
the labors of the association, over 
three hundred mines are now operat- 
ing and producing, which were closed 
down at the time of its organization 
in 1892. He argues that a_- great 
amount of good has been accomplished 
by the association, in securing min- 
ing legislation and appropriations, 
while efforts are now being made to 
secure a department of mines and 
mining at Washington. He thinks 
that nothing can be accomplished by 
divided action, and that all sectional 
feeling should be discarded. Mr. 
Benjamin then says: 

“Up to the present time, the as- 
sociation has received no benefit, and, 
in fact, it has asked none, from the 
southern portion of the State. This 
may be due to the fact that we have 
not required so very much money, 
and what has been required has been 
cheerfully furnished by people in- 
terested in the central and northern 
portion of the State. But we now feel 
that in order to successfully carry 
out the plans of the association it is 
necessary to have a united organiza- 
tion and a limited amount of financial 
support from all portions of the State.”

Growth of Religion. 


EV.C.J.K. JONES preached yes- 

terdav morning in the Church of 

the Unity, corner of Third and Hill 
streets. He said ‘in part: “It\is not 
manv vears since it would have been 
accounted heresy of the most danger- 
ous and condemned sort for any man 
to so much as suggest that religious 
belief is a matter of growth or de- 
velopment. The doctrine of the teach- 
ers of religion was that there are but 
two kinds of religion, the true and the 
false. The true is the so-called re- 
vealed religion of Christianity; the 
others constitute the false religfons. 
These false religions were regarded as 
the combined work of the devil and 
wicked human hearts. This is the 
story that. in the main, is told through- 
out Christendom today. This doc- 
trine forms the basis of all orthodox 
Christian theology. It is not neces- 
s@ry to rehearse the particulars of 
this theology. Sufficient to say that 
its advocates in the past have com- 
bated all ideas that seemed to be-op- 
posed thereto as being essentially 
wicked. So the teachers of orthdGox 
theoley have resisted the advance of 
science and all philosophy based 
thereon. But now the situation is 
changing. even among the brightest 
minds of the orthodox teachers. The 
growth of religious belief is being rec- 
Ognized as a fact jn the development 
of man’s intellectual growth. It ts 
now clearly seen by intelligent and 
thoughtful. persons, that the religious 
faith of any people in any age is a2 
part and phase of the intellectual de- 
velopment of the people according to 
their environments. We now have the 
science of the comparative history of 


religions. So we perceive that as 
mind is a natural development in 
man, so religion, in all its various 


forms of expression, {s a natural de- 
velopment of mind. 

“All religious faith is a development 
from the fetichism and animism of 
savage and barbarous peoples. What 
an illumination this fact throws upon 
the history of the way and height of 
man's wondrous ascent. Man, being 
naturallv of a religious nature or ten- 
dency. attributes a religious origin to 
all about him. Men everywhere, in a 
similar state of culture have con- 
ceived similar explanations of them- 
selves, and of nature’s other phenom- 
ena. Hence, they have given souls to 
animals and worshiped them. Thence 
they have passed on to totemism, or 
the worship of some animal form. 
From totemism they passed over to a 
moré’spiritualized form: of worship. 
The spirits that lived in totens and 
animals became something higher; an 
exalted type of being in man form— 
a man-god—who began to take on 
moral qualities, and finally emerges 
upon the scene of religious belief as 
the God who commandeth _righteous- 
hess. Of course, this state of belief 
has been reached only after thou- 
sands of years of development. The 
proeess is still going on. ‘Every re- 
ligion has been subject to this law 


“of growth, and is now subject to it. 


Our Christianity is but a development 
of Judaism. and modified by the in- 
fluence of other faiths. Religion is not 
the result of a scheming or plotting 
on the part of men. It is organized 
within man by Him who created 


him,”

By conversion, regenration, 
we are initiated into the great truth, 
that Christ crucified, though esteemed 
foolishness by the world, is the wisdom 
of God. 

“What is the mystery revealed? God’s 
eternal purpose to save His people by 
faith in Jesus Christ, His Son. How 
revealed? By His Spirit, through His 
word, wherein He further reveals, the 
mvstery that in the dispensation of the 
fullness of times.

CAPT. KENDALL ADMIRES THE 
CALIFORNIA IDEA.

The Retired Army Officer, After @ 
Comprehensive Tour, Says That 
the Great West is Neither Wild 
Nor Woolly—Views on Volun- 
teers, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

CHICAGO, April 16.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Capt. F. A. Kendall, United 
States Army, retired, now a citizen of 
Cleveland and president of the Board 
of Education of that city, was at the 
Auditorium today. Capt. Kendall is 
returning from a tour of the Pacific 
Coast and the great West in general. 
As a member of the recently-elected 
Cleveland board, he is greatly inter- 
ested in education. He said: 

“In the matter of education the West 
is neither wild nor woolly. The World's 
Fair commission justly selected Denver 
and San Francisco for exhibits of the 
American public schools. On my swing 
around the circle I inspected schools 
in San Antonio, Tex.; Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Denver. The Cali- 
fornia schools are the best in the coun- 
try. The State makes more liberal ap- 
propriation than anywhere else, and 
the idea of education is up to date, in- 
dustrial, manual and commercial. 

“The Boards of Education throagh- 
out the great West are composed of 
intelligent and progressive men. There 
is no politics in it. Cultured ladies of 
different localities also the 
schools their particular charge. In 
Los Angeles there were last year 25,000 
visitors to the schools.” 

Capt. Kendall saw in San Francisco 
the new regular regiments which are 
being sent out to the Phillppines. He 
considers that, made up of raw ma- 
terial as they are, they will not prove 
as efficient as the volunteers there. 
scoffs at the idea that the volunteer 
in the island want to return before the 
fighting is over. 

“That hue and cry is due to Popu- 
listic Governors,” he said, “but \the 
volunteers themselves splendid 
stuff. I think many of them, mustered 
out, will reénlist as regulars, and so 
avail themselves of the bounty.”

CLOSE CALLS FOR POLICEMEN. | 


OFFICER RICO HIT IN THE BREAST 
BY A BULLET. 


Brass Button Prevented Scrious In- 
jary—Lamp Shot Out of Officer 
Phillip’s Hands—Other 
Narrow Escapes. 


The sacred precincts of St. Vibiana’s 
were disturbed during the 
éarly hours of the holy Sabbath morn 
by a stabbing and shooting affray, in 
which three participants were slashed 
with knives and several brave police- 
men had close calls for their lives. 
The wounded men are Bruce McNutt, 
former steward of John Brink's Saddle- 
rock restaurant and recently a waiter 
at Levy's: Ralph Kern, a hackman, 
and Patrick J. Stack; an ex-saloon- 
keeper, formely of the firm of Hickson 
& Stack. who conducted a saloon on 
East First street. All three of the vic- 


tims are undergoing treatment in the 


Receiving Hospi@al and are also being 
held as prisoners on criminal charges. 
None of the three is. seriously injured. 
most severe, 
and he gs also the prisoner against 
whom the most serious charge rests, 
that of assault with a deadly weapon, 
while the others are booked merery for 
disturbing the peace. 

The officers who had close calls for 
their lives are Sergt. W. T. Jeffries, 
Policemen Tom Rico and Ross Phillips, 
and Deputy Constable Frank Lemon, 
all of whom were shot at by Stack 
and missed, except Officer Rico, who 
stopped a bullet, but, thanks to a big 
brass button, received no bodily in- 


jury. 

The origin of the trouble in which 
Stack, McNutt and” Kern were 
the’ principale is shrouded  some- 
what in mystery, owing ¢o the 
conflicting stories told by the _ par- 
All three were more or less 
under the influence of liquor, and their 
memories on that account are-hot very 
reliable. Sdack, at least, was very 
drunk. Officer Hubbard saw thhim come 
staggering out of a saloon at 1 o'clock 
and advised him to go home. He said

He asked them why 
they treated an old man that way, and 
was about to pass on when the man 
‘wwho struck him followed him and re- 
newed the attack. He thought they

rescue of his companion he was 
treated to the same medicine. The 
two men, reinforced by several others, 
Stack alleged, pursued him to the en- 
trance of the house where he lodged 
and succeeded in knocking him down, 
after which they cut and beat him.

The 
hold is to be divided into compartments 
for carrying oil, each of which will 
have a capacity of 7500 barrels. °* 

Reports from the Krayenhagen dis- 
trict, in Fresno county corroborate 
published statements of its importance 
as an oil field. Two new companies, in- 
corporated in that county, closed con- 
tracts last week for material and sup- 
plies necgssary for the sinking of wells 
on land they have leased, and it is 
stated that three more companies are 
likely to commence operations in that 
field within the next thirty days. A 
new strike is reported in the district, 
south of the old Coalinga field, while 
another well that is being drilled is 
developing about twenty-five barrels 
a day in the first sands. Greater activ- 
ity is now prevailing in that district 
than in the Coalinga field, due largely 
to the fact that the Krayenhagen dis- 
trict is of much greater area than the 
other. There is some talk of naming 
that portion of it, where work is now 
chiefly going on,

February 
was a short month, and a protracted 
period of cold weather retarded the 
completion of many drilling wells, and 
was instrumental in swelling materi- 
ally the volume of new operations. 
March has proved much more favor- 
able for the completion of wells that 
had been already started the previous 
month.” The summary for the month 
is: Wells completed _ in Pennsylvania, 
626, an increase of 172 over February, 
with an increased production of only 
49 barrels. In Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana there were 322 wells comyjgted, 
in March, with a new production of 
5300 barrels.

SANTA ANA, April 16.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A special election will have 
to be held in this city for City Recorder. 
The office pays but $15 per month, but that 
makes no difference.

Freaks of Nature in Santa Fe Field, 
Industrial Matters, 
FULLERTON, April. 16.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]

gathered here to celebrate an anniver- 
sary,. but we celebrate more than that.

The meetings on Friday and Saturday 
were business sessions, to whieh the 
public was not admitted. What the 
delegates will. do this week for the 
amusement of the uninitiated is not yet 
known. Point Loma, situated as it is, 
is certainly a good. place to commune 
with spirits and gain inspiration for 
such a great work as has heen under- 
taken by the Universal Brotherhood 
organization.
